Mutual Aid Test Shows 
City Would Need Outside 
Help if Disaster Comes

The Sierra .Madre Control 
Board took part in a mutual aid 
defense drill Monday evening in 
conjunction with Alhambra, San 
Gabriel, San Marino, Monrovia, 
Arcadia, .Monterey Park and El 
Monte, t-’irough the control center 
in the sheriff’s substation at 
Temple City. 

This was a communications 
drill only, no equipment or per¬ 
sonnel moving ooutside any city. 
It was presumed that 20 inci¬ 
dents had occurred in Sierra 
Madre, and that one of these was 
a major disaster incident, which 
would call for out.side help. For 
45 ndnutes the control board was 
in touch with Temple City, send¬ 
ing report.-i from the chief of 
each service, as to conditions, 
equipment used and uncontrolla¬ 
ble incidents . . . fires, road¬ 
blocks, injured, etc. 

The major disaster Incident wa.s 
to be the only incident actually 
used as a test drill in Sierra 
Madre between 8:00 and 9:00 
p.m. This test was to simulat> 
a building collapsed and on fire. 
In which were trapped a large 
number of seriously injured cas- 
u “Itics, in a city without hos¬ 
pital facilities. 

The park house at the city 
park was used to simulate this. 
A loud speaker system was set 
up to enlighten the public as to 
the work each s-ervdee would do. 
This included .dr-raid wardens, 
rescue .squads, firemen, police 
and emergency units. 

Rev. Frederic Groetsema was 
the broadcaster. The test showed 
that in any kind of a major dis- 
a.ster, at present. Sierra Madre 
Would certainly need outside help, 
as Civilian Defen.se and the spirit 
behind it was moribund in this 
city.

Citizens Committee Makes 
Recommendations in 
Report to City CJouncil 

A preliminary report filed by 
the citizens committee appointed 
by the city council to recommenu 
a program for recreation and en¬ 
tertainment for the city’s youth 
aa a ch'eck on the growing wave 
of juvenile delinquency, wa.s filed 
with the council at its meeting 
iuesday evening. 

A publicity campaign to inform 
parents of the reasons for adop¬ 
tion of tlie curfew law Is first 
of all recommended. Then it Is 
announced that the committee is 
working on a program for the co¬ 
ordination and extension of pres¬ 
ent recreation facilities to be un¬ 
der supervision. 

The report says the curfew wa.s 
adopted as a protection for juve¬ 
niles “by prohibiting one of the 
many causes of delinquency and 
thereby preventing at least some 
from acquiring police or juvenile 
court records,” as ”an aid to the 
police department in protecting 
property and preventing malicious 
mischief and other offenses,” and 
“as an aid to parents who have 
difficulty In controlling their chil¬ 
dren.” Opposing the general idea 
that boys and girls under 18 
years old are not permitted on 
the streets after 9 o’clock it is 
stated that the ordinance ’’per¬ 
mits minors to be on the streets 
on authorized business or for 
other legitimate reasons.” 

’’Since the ordinance has been 
enacted through democratic pro¬ 
cedure,” says the report, ”lt is 
the duty of each cltlzwn ... to 
obey its provisions until it is re¬ 
pealed or a better solution adopt¬ 
ed.” 

Specific recommendations of 
the committee are as follows: 

”A. That this committee be 
permanent one. Its function to be 
that of coordinating the facilities 
of the community for the purpose 
of making available for the youth 
of the city legitimate and super¬ 
vised recreation. 

"B. Th’at our first task is to 
make absolutely clear to our fel¬ 
low citizens, the reason for the 
curfew, and its application to our 
local problem. This shall be 
done through newspaper, school, 
church, parent-teacher groups, 
and 'any other form of publicity 
that is available. 

”C. That the committee be or¬ 
ganized to do several specific

In 
spite of this the excessive amount 
of nrbbl.sh placed at the curbs, 
and placed there on other than 
regular pickup days, it requires 
three weeks of every month to 
make the pickups, resulting in 
badly needed .street work being 
neglected and leaving very little 
I time for enaergtncy jobs that 
should be done in preparation for 
the rains to come.

In the city of Sierra Madre 
19./ per cent of the total pay¬ 
ments for the cost of government 
went for debt service during the 
fiscal year 1942-43, California 
Taxpayers’ Association study of 
cost of government debt in Oall- 
fornla’s 284 cities shows. 

Total government cost pay¬ 
ments were $125,353, of wnica 
debt payments amounted to $24,- 
694 Interest on debt amounted 
to $12,744 and redemption of 
debt totaled $11,950. 

Through the state, debt service 
averaged about 17.1 per cent of 
the total government cost pay¬ 
ments of cities. Total payments 
for the cost of government by 
cities was $257,214,889 for the 
liscal 1942, with debt payments 
amounting to $43,937,716. Inter¬ 
est totaled $20,489,638 and re¬ 
demption $23,448,078. 

“Post-war plans of government 
activity should give full weight 
to the costs of local government 
debt already incurred, includiflg 
the debts of counties, schoools, 
special districts, and the state, 
as well as the cities, and the tre¬ 
mendous federal debt constantly 
being enlarged," the association 
declared. "However great the 
productive capacity of tiie coun¬ 
try may ba, debt payments con¬ 
stitute a burden which should be 
considered in any form of plan¬ 
ning Involving public funds.”

They can hardly be e.x-^ 
p?cted, therefore, to approve com-' 
pul.sory saving. But it cannot be 
emph'Sized too strongly or re¬ 
iterated too often that saving 
oney at the present time has 
definite connection w'ith saving 
democracy. 

Let's look at it this way. The 
■’sMonal income is rising to un- 
i.n.a.oP he’'Tht- possibly over 
'.TIO.OOO.OOO.OOO this year. Unless 
I. ve'V substantial part of this 
money 's drawn from the con¬ 
sumer's packethook and placed in 
War F.o I's or bank .savings, the 
danger of skyrocketing prices and 
runaw '-'flatic'' becomes very 
real. K: lous inflation would inq- 
pair gcv”nment finances and de¬ 
stroy confidence in our currency 
and few things will undermine 
a government more rapidly than 
this. 

In other words, the very “pros¬ 
perity” the war has brought on 
may engulf us if we do not build 
a high dam of savings behind 
whicla qur excess dollars may col¬ 
lect. In this way these dollars 
may be used now to aid the war 
effort and yet be available for 
our own use at some future time 
when money is not flowing so 
abundantly as it is today. 

In view of these facts, buynng 
War Bonds and saving money is 
not only patriotic but p’ramount 
to the preservation of our way 
of life.

Public attention is so engrossed 
these days with the swiftly-flow¬ 
ing currents of battle that some 
are apt to overlook those men 
stranded in the backwash of war, 
awaiting liberation in enemy 
prison camps. 

Fortunately, however, there 
are men and organizations who 
have made the welfare of war 
prisoners their humanitarian ob¬ 
jective. One of them is Dr. John 
Mott, chairman of the YMCA 
War Prisoners Aid. Just a few 
days ago, he gave assurance to 
200 "next of kin’ that everything 
is being done to give captured 
military personnel some .semblance 
of wholesome balanced life. 

“We are seeking to lift this pe¬ 
riod of enforced confinement from 
one of moral deterioration, mental 
stagnation and spiritual collapse 
to a plane of physical stabiliza¬ 
tion, spiritual growth -and vic¬ 
tory,” he said. 

Part of the money now being 
raised In the War Chest drives is 
used for the help of war prison¬
